SPEECH OP PUBLIC PROSECUTOR CONSTANTIN STAHCIU — P. 5— Another witness belonging

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In order to aoeure secrecy the actual sassage was signed Cela. The second part 
of -the neasage contained the explanation of the word Gain, that is, It told 
General Radeseu who were the signatories of the nesaage sent to him The second 
letter was thus sent, the second message explaining the meaning of the word 
Gain
